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1) J. Oswald Sanders, the missionary statesman and Bible teacher 
who for many years directed Overseas Missionary Fellowship, 
once wrote about a time when he wanted a particular position 
in the Christian world very much. Having friends in positions of 
influence, he was about to see if some strings could be pulled to 
turn the job in his direction. He was toying with the idea of 
doing a little lobbying. But while walking down the main street 
in Auckland, New Zealand one day, turning the matter over in 
his mind, as he walked past His Majesty's Theatre, a verse of 
Scripture came to his mind with tremendous authority and 
powerful conviction: "Seekest thou great things for thyself? Seek 
them not!" (Jeremiah 45:5). "The words came just as though it 
was God speaking. There were crowds all around me, and no 
one else heard the voice, but I heard it all right!" Sanders later 
said. "I believe that was a real turning point in my service to the 
Lord." As a result, he did not seek the position, but it later 
opened to him on its own in God's good timing.

3) 1 Peter 1:3-5 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which according to his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead, To an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, anc' 
that fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for you, Who are kept 
by the power of God through faith unto salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time.
